Afﬀairs, and the tumultuous temper of ill Men's Minds, 
in His Majeſty's Kingdoms of England and Scorland,abour 
the time when this 1'reaſonable Conſpiracy was ia Agt- 
tation, the Impartial World may perceive from what de- 
ſtructive Seeds of Sedition, private Paſſions and Animo- 
ſities, under the diſguiſe of Religion and the Publick Inte- 
reſt, ſo Monſtrous a Birth was produced. 

In the wonderful Diſcovery of which deteſtable Con- 
federacy, and in the happy prevention of its dire EffeQs; 
as all who have heard of it mult acknowledg,that a (ſignal 
care of God's Providence has appear'd tor HisMajeſty and 
theſe Nations preſervation : fo it muſt be acknowledged 
by all, that nothing has been done on his Majeſties Part, 
but what was agrecable to that Royal Benignity and Na- 
tural Candor of his whole Life whereof all the World,even 
his Enemies, have had ſuch undoubted Experience 

Much of the Evidence was deliver'd in His Majeſty's 
own preſence. The Examinations were taken by Men of 
unqueltionable Reputation and Honour, 'The'whole pro- 
ceedings has been managed with all imaginable Integrity;

Some Witneſſes who offer*d themſelves,of whom there 
might have been any colourable Suſpition, were wholly 
rejected: Left it ſhould once again happen that the bla- 
{ted Creditor needy Condition, or Profligate Lives of the 
Perſons depoſing, ſhould derogate from the ſirength of 
their Depolitions, and 2dminiſter any the leaſt doubt of 
Subornation. 

Thoſe Witneſſes His' Majeſty admitted had been ge- 
nerally Men ſtrongly prepoſſeſſed in Conſcience, Zeal 
and Intereſt for that Party ; Men whoſe former avow'd 
Hatred of the Government, was reaſon ſufficient to gain 
them an abſolute Truſt with any who ſtudied to over- 
throw it. They were not of deſperate Fortunes, nor 
deſpicable Men; for the moſt :part they ſeperatly and 
ſingly brought in their Diſcoveries. Divers of them had 
little or no Converſation or Familiarity one with another. 
There was noſhadow or poſſibility of a Combination 
between them all to diſcover; yet ſuch is the prevalence 
of ſelf Conviction, and fo great the Power of Truth, that 
all their ſeveral Diſcoveries did perfeatly agree with 
themſelves and with each other, in all Material Parts and 
Circumſtances. | 
It was therefore inthe Year 1695, a time when all His 


Majeſty's Dominons enjoyed a ſettled Peace and profound 
Security 
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avainſt His Majeſty Ring W ret am IM. 
Security, whilſt the grearelt part of the Neighbouring 
World was involved in Wars and Combuſtions ; that 
his Majeſty and his Council were ſuddenly awaken *d with 
the ſurprizing Knowledg of this dreadful Conſpiracy, 
which had been laying very deep and broad for many 
Months before. 

The Man whom God choſe to make the firſt Diſcoverer 
was Mr. Prendergaſt,a Perſon of good Credit in his Conver- 
ſation, but otherwiſe a moſt perverſe Papiſt, and fiercely 
addiQed to their Cauſe, and one of the buſieſt Stickiers 
againſt the Goverament. He by his approved Altivity 
and Violence for the French Intereſt, was Judg'd by the 


Chief Conſpirators fitly qualified to be admitted into P38: 23- 


their moſt private Conſultations ; and accordingly there- 


after they truſted him as one of their ſureſt Confkidents, 


Inſomuch that he was invited to make one of thoſe 4o 
Miſcreants, whoſe proper part it was to Aſſaſſinate his 
Majeſty's Perſon. 
OF which Number, after he had freely conſented to be, 
and had met and atted joyntly with thereſt for ſome time, 
ro prepare the curſed Work for a ſpeedy Execution ; It 
pleaſed the Divine Goodneſs ſo to touch his Soul with 
the Horrour of ſo amazing a Crime, that he determined 
to diſcharge his Conſcience of the Helliſh Secret. 
Wherefore he immediately reſolved to prevent the 
Miſchief of the following Day, by giving his Majeſty

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timely Notice: accordingly he went and acquainted the 
Earl of Portland with the Deſign, who communicated 
the whole Matter to His Majelty, who at his return told 
him the King would ſpeak with him. 

On Friday Night the 14h of February, he went to 
K/»ſington, and was introducer to His Majeſty by the 
Earl of Portland, and laid before him his whole Knowledg 
of this Diabolical Conſpiracy. 

But the intended Aflaſſination, upon the firſt diſcloſing 
of it, appeared to be {o prodigious a Barbarity that His 
Majeſty for ſome time gave but very little Ear and flow 
Credit to this Information, as little ſuſpeCting as deſerv- 
ing ſuch Uſage from the worſt of His SubjeCts. 

Which generous Caution, that His Majeſty took not 
to be impoled upon by new Rumours of Plots, and His 
Gracious Tenderneſs not to believe fo ill of his very 
Enemies, but upon certain Demonſtration, was one of 
the Chief Occaſions that the Duke of Berwick and divers 
others of the principal Agitators and Managers of the 
whole Buſineſs took the Alarm, and got time to ſcatter 
aud withdraw beyond the Seas. 

However, by God's Providence continually watching 
over His Majeſty's and theſe Nations Safety, ſo many of 
the Traytors ſoon after fell into the Hands of Juſtice, who 
did voluntarily acknowledg their being Partakers of the 
Treaſon, or were convicted of it by evident Proof, that

:enceforth whoever ſhall pretend not to believe the Truth

Thus much is certain ofthis Conſpiracy, and it 1s [0 
remarkable and cxtraordinary,that perhaps the like cannot 
be affirmed of any other mentioned in all Hiſtory, that 
there was ſcarce a man Attainted or Executed tor it, who 
did not moreor lels add ſome new light to the ſeveral parts 
of the Dark Contrivance, cither by a plain confeſſion of it, 
or by the very manner of dening it, and by the weakneſs 
of the Subterfuges, whereby they endeavoured to palliate 
their Crimes. 

Upon the whole matter, tho it 1s not doubted but 


the Treaſonable InfeAtion was in ſome degree or other Pag, 26. 


ſpread into molt parts of theſe Kingdoms, amongſt the 
Ring-leaders of the Jacobite Clubs, and lawleſs Conventi- 
cles in Town and Countrey, Yet I declare an utter Ab- 
horrence that bare Suſpitions, though never ſo probably 
grounded, ſhould prevail to conclude any Man guilty, 
and therefore reſolve to make no refletion on the Fame 
of any, but only Such whoſe Part in it was made out 
by poſitive Teſtimony.
